FOL received 18,383 votes, 
good for 5 seats. The PAR of 
outgoing Prime M inister M iguel 
Pourier, now led by Etienne Ys, 
received 16,443 votes, good for 4 
seats. 

ThePNP of Acting Prime M in¬ 
ister Suzy Camelia-Romer re¬ 
ceived 10,706 votes, good for 3 
seats, while the PL KP of Senator 
E rrol Cova received 9,695 votes, 
good for 2 seats. 

The other seven parties did not

Encouraging and yet some questions 

If the result of yesterday's parliamentary elections reflected a 
democratically healthy and encouraging situation, the low voter 
participation did not. Arguments that many stayed away from the 
ballot box, because they fail to see any sense to vote in a national 
election since the island has opted to leave the A ntillean constella¬ 
tion, are not convincing. The respective parties, unions and media 
have urged the electorate too insistently to come out and vote to 
make it acceptable that 50% stayed home for that reason. Seeing the 
trend of the most recent elections, one must fear that a growing 
number of people have lost their interest in the political process. F or 
what reason isa question that deserves to be looked into. D emocracy 
is not about a minority determining the future of a society. 

The outcome of the exercise yesterday, on the other hand, was in 
itself promising. There was no violence, no intimidation and the 
opposition appeared strong enough to make it imperative for the 
ruling party to take its arguments seriously. This should benefit the 
public and promises an exciting year of political action in prepara¬ 
tion of the 2003 Island Council elections. 

The strong showing of the two female candidates on the DP slate 
confirms a rather profound development in St. M aarten's society. A 
development we applaud. The opposition should take notice. M ind 
you, not of our applause, but of the danger of not connecting with the 
emancipation of the local community. 

For other reasons the ruling party should watch out for the same 
pitfal I. F or we suspect that the low turnout of voters isfor a large part 
due to a lack of connection with our developing community.

She added that parliamen- 
tariansmustmakethisa pri¬ 
ority, because violence 
against women has to be 
looked at as a serious crime 
and should be punished as 
such. Coram-Priest noted 
that a petition had been 
given to State Secretary 
Marcel Gumbs in January 
2001 and that "he made all 
kindsof promises. N ow, one 
yearlater,anotherwomanis 
murdered by her lover and 
we have heard nothing of 
the petition, nor have any 
proposalsbeen submitted to 
Parliament." 

Coram-Priest pointed out 
that violence against women 
is a human rights violation 


and it should be treated as 
such. She noted that violence 
against women has deep 
roots and that it cuts across 
all boundaries of culture, 
race class, religion, etc. and 
that it is on the increase. 

According to Coram- 
Priest, society perceives it as 
acceptable and therefore 
sanctions it. "As a result, 
women live in constant fear. 
Everyday girls and women 
are harassed and raped, bat¬ 
tered and murdered. The 
culture of silence surround¬ 
ing violence against women 
masks its presence and al¬ 
lows it to continue — a vi¬ 
cious cycle!" She said this 
cycle limits women's per¬ 
sonal development and their 
ability to participate in pub¬ 
lic life.

Investigation continues 
Into murder and suicide 


PH I LI PSBU R G — As de¬ 
tectives continued their in¬ 
vestigations yesterday into 
Thursday's murder/suicide 
tragedy in town, police 
spokesman Geroni mo J uliet 
said it was still notclearhow 
many bullets had been fired 
by police officer Cornells 
Sprott. 

He said that contrary to 
statements previously given 
that Sprott had shot his es¬ 
tranged girlfriend Anneke 
R oach twice before turning 
the gun on himself, it now 
seems as though the victim 
was shot three times by 
Sprott, the father of her 8- 
year-old daughter. 

A security guard who wit¬ 
nessed the shooting that 
took place on E.C. 
Richardson Street told po¬ 
lice he had heard a shot and 
had comeoutfromtheFed- 
eral Receiver'sOfficetosee 
what had happened. H e saw 
Anneke running around a 
jeep in a bent over position, 
holding her stomach and cry¬ 
ing, "H e shot me." 

He said he had then seen 
Sprott point the gun at 
Anneke and fire several 
more shots at her, after 
which shefell to theground. 
"The police officer then 
walked back into the house 
and then I heard another 
shot go off," he said. 

The eyewitness said hehad 
then seen a lady running 
away from the scene with a 
child who was screaming, "I 
want my mommy." 

M eanwhile, this latest 
shooting incident has 
brought back memories of 
thedeathonj uly9,2001, of 
Curagao Police officer 
Connie Burgzorg-W est(29), 
who was shot several times 
in her chest by her detective 
husbandFritsB.35,whohad 
more than 12 years in the 


police force. 

A gain there were domestic 
problemsand the wife move 
out, taking her two children 
with her. Then, one day, fol¬ 
lowing an argument the 
couple had, thehusband shot 
her in the chest. However, 
unlikeSprott, hedid notturn 
the gun on himself. 


Also in the Curagao case, 
senior officers were aware 
of the problems the couple 
had been experiencing, the 
wife having filed several 
complaintsabout abuse and 
having requested a transfer 
to another office. 

After that shooting inci¬ 
dent the president of the 


police union asked for an 
urgent meeting with the po¬ 
lice officers to help them 
deal with some of the social 
difficulties they experience. 
It was pointed out at the 
ti m e th at th e f act th at off i c- 
ers carry weapons gives a 
whole new dimension to 
their domestic problems.

Landslide victory 
for Ray and WIPM 


SABA-The Windward is¬ 
lands People's Movement 
(WIPM ) on Friday won the 
parliamentary elections in 
SabawithRayH assell thebig- 
gest vote-getter within his 
party and overall. 
Theturnoutin Saba was 564 
out of 678 eligible voters, or 
81.1 per cent, Lt. Governor 
Antoine Solagnier told The 
Daily Herald last night. 

He said WIPM had received 
a total of 380 votes, the Saba 
Labour Party (SLP) received 
170 votes and 14 votes were 
invalid. SLP leader Ishmael 
Levenston was, at a far dis- 
tance,thesecond biggest vote- 
getter on the island with 91 
votes. 

According to Lt. Governor 
Solagnier, the elections in 


Saba were a very quiet affair 
and there were no problems 
at all. "Here and there I saw a 
cavalcadeoftwoorthreesmall 
cars." 

Our correspondent in Saba 
said there were quite a few 
people, about 200, on the 
square in front of the Admin¬ 
istration Building to listen to 
the reporting of the electoral 
results by Lt. Governor 
Solagnier. 

At the end of his summing 
up of the results, WIPM sup¬ 
porters cheered and toured 
the island in a cavalcade 
honking their automobile 
horns. 

According to Solagnier, 
WIPM party leader Ray 
Hassell received votes from 
151 people in the district of 


Windwardside and from 25 
people in the district of The 
Bottom, making it a total of 
176 for the current Senator. 

H is SLP opponent Ishmael 
Levenston won the most votes 
in the district of The Bottom 
with 60 votes (31 in 
Windwardside). He was fol¬ 
lowed by WIPM #4 candi¬ 
date Lucia Woods with 52 
votes, who placed second 
within her partywith atotal of 
58 votes. 

With a meager 7 votes 
(Windwardside 3 and The 
B ottom 4), current State Sec¬ 
retary Roy Smith, number 2 
on the WIPM list, ended last 
within his party and will most 
likely lose his seat in Parlia¬ 
ment.

M ARIGOT—A delegation of 
more than twenty persons has 
returned from Cancun, 
M exico, where they repre¬ 
sented St. M artin at the C HA 
M arketplace J anuary 13-16. 

Accordingto Directorofthe 
Tourist Bureau Bernadette

have it explode. 

A t a given moment R., who 
reportedly had a serious 
drinking problem, could not 
hold on to the gas cylinder 


any longer and it fell to the 
ground. To everybody's re¬ 
lief R. was arrested and 
taken to St. M aarten the 
next day. 

Lt. Governor Antoine 
So I agn i er tol d the press I ater 
that he had been very upset 
abouttheincidentand men¬ 
tioned it again when hecom- 
plained about the shortage 
of police staff on the island. 
ProsecutorEricvanSloten, 
who demanded 18 months 
for R., said thesuspect'sgirl- 
friend had told policeR. had 
told her he wanted to kill 
himself becauseof hisdrink- 
ing problem. 


Defense lawyer Boris den 
H artog, a former engineer, 
said it was next to impos¬ 
sible that the gas cylinder 
would havecaughtfire, while 
it was highly unlikely that it 
would have exploded, be¬ 
cause of Saba's strong pre¬ 
vailing wind. 

"At no given moment had 
the suspect wanted an ex¬ 
plosion. Therefore, he is not 
guilty of what he has been 
charged with," Den Hartog 
said pleading for acquittal 
for his client. 

Judge Stephan van 
Lieshout will hand down a 
verdict on January 30.

Pourier feelsthat during his 
two tenures with an interrup¬ 
tion of 16 months, a founda¬ 
tion was laid for durable eco¬ 
nomic growth and the man¬ 
agement of public finances. 

He said the Antillean guil¬ 
der had been close to devalu¬ 
ation when he took office and 
is now "solid as a rock." He 
hopes the next government 
does not spoil all what has 
been achieved. 

Pourier admitted that he had 
not managed to do all he set 
outto, but said he had worked 
hard with a clean conscience 
and had considered serving 
his country a great honour.

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Volunteers help conservation 
work on the Cottle Church 


NEVIS—Seven volunteers 
from the United States 
worked here for a week to 
help with the ongoing con¬ 
servation of the Cottle 
Church near Newcastle. 

The group, part of an 
Elderhostel program which 
sponsors service trips for 
people 55 years of age and 
older, arrived on Nevis last 
week to work each morning 
and do historic and nature 
studies in the afternoons. 
The volunteers have paid 
their own way to come to the 
island to work for a week. 
They are helping local ef¬ 
forts to stabilize the struc¬ 
ture, which had been dam¬ 
aged over the years. They 
helped masons, who are 
worki ng on repl aci ng stones, 
creating a new front stairs, 
and clearing bush from the 
area. 

TheCottleChurch, located 
in an isolated part of the 
island on the Round Hill 
Estate, is about a mile off 
the main road, near the air¬ 
port and the village of 
Newcastle. Work on the 
church began in 1822 when 
planter Thomas Cottle 
wanted a place for hisslaves 
and his own family to wor¬ 
ship together. Cottle served 
ontheNeviscouncil and for 
a time was its president. 
Over the years the church 
has lost its i ntegrity because 
of hurricanes, overgrowth 
and neglect. A bout 10 years 
ago, volunteers began work¬ 
ing on stabilizing the build¬ 
ing and formed a trust for 
that purpose. The trustees 
on the island are Clive 
M itchell, Lyra R ichards, 
Vince H ubbard and Roger 
Henderson. David 
Rollinson serves as project 
director. 

All of the volunteers are 
retired employeesoftheU .S. 
company General Electric 
and are part of the 
corporation's service orga¬ 
nization called "Elfuns." 


The volunteers come from 
all over the U .S. and range 
in age from 64 to 80. E Ifuns 
sponsors about 10 service 
projects through 

Elderhostel each year and 
chose Nevis for one of its 
2002 world-wide projects, 
after working in St. Croix 
last year. 

The volunteers include 
Doug and Jean Duffies of 
Ohio, Charles Botkin of 
Georgia, Pat and Ralph 
Matthews of Virginia, and 
Marie and Buzz Hope of 
Georgia. 

The group was brought 
here by Caribbean Volun¬ 
teer Expeditions (CVE), a 
non-project historic preser¬ 
vation group based in the 
U nited States to help with 
preservation efforts 
throughout the Caribbean. 

CV E has executed many 
preservation projects in St. 
Kitts and Nevis over the 
years, including creating a

Four burnt bodies found 
on farm in eastern Guyana 


GEORGETOWN, 
Guyana—The charred re¬ 
mains of four bodies were 
discovered Thursday at a 
cash crop farm about four 
miles aback of Crabwood 
Creek on theCorentyneVil- 
Iage in eastern G uyana. 

The Stabroek News news¬ 
paper reported that one man 
has since been held in con¬ 
nection with the deaths and 
the police are in search of 
three other persons. 

It reported the Police Pub¬ 
lic Relations Office as say¬ 
ing that a farmer had gone 
to his farmhouse Thursday 
only to find it completely 
burnt. U pon further investi¬ 
gation he discovered a skull 
under some charred 
galvanised sheets. 

The farmer promptly in¬ 


formed the police and the 
charred remains of the four 
were later found by Suresh 
Rajpaul, the father of 
Shailendra Rajpaul called 
'Chiney Boy', a 15-year old 
whowasamongthefourwho 
perished in the fire. 

The others who perished 
were: Kumar Nandkumar 
cal led'Black Boy', 37; A wad 
N arinecalled 'A Ivin', 55; and 
a man known onlyas'P rabo’. 

The elder Rajpaul farms a 
ten-acre piot in the area and 
was on a routine visit to his 


farm. 

Three of the bodies were 
reportedly found on top of 
each other while'Prabo'was 
found a short distance away 
in the burnt-out camp. The 
four had spent the Christ¬ 
mas holidays in the village 
and had returned to the 
campjustoveroneweekago. 

A relative of the Rajpauls 
told Stabroek N ews that the 
family suspected that the 
four were killed before be¬ 
ing burnt together with the 
camp.

Defrocked Boston

CAMBRIDGE, Massachu¬ 
setts— Defrocked Roman 
Catholic priest John 
Geoghan, accused of molest¬ 
ing some 130 children, was 
convicted bya M assachusetts 
jury on Friday of fondling a 
10-year-old boy as the two 
swam together more than a 
decade ago. 

I n the first criminal trial 
stemming from the allega¬ 
tions, the jury found 
G eoghan, 66, guilty of inde¬ 
cent assault and battery on a 
person younger than 14. H e 
f aces u p to 10 years i n pri so n, 
but sentencing guidelines, 
which are not binding on 
j udges, suggest a term of one 
to three years. 

D efense attorney G eoffrey 
Packard, who called no wit¬ 
nesses to the stand in 
G eoghan'sdefense, planned 
to appeal the verdict, which 
hesaid wasinfluenced bythe 
extensive publicity surround¬ 
ing the case. "There's been 
an extraordinary amount of 
very negative publicity about 
Geoghan—I'm not going to 
speak aboutthechurch—and 
I find it difficult to believe 
that had no effect," Packard 
said. 

The case has shaken the 
U .S. Catholic church and 
implicated Boston Cardinal 
Bernard Law and five bish¬ 
ops, who are accused of 
knowing about Geoghan's 
abuses and ignoring them. 
The Boston diocese said it 
was grateful a verdict was 
reached and that it waswork- 
ing to prevent future cases.

"We knowthis: The world is 
not a large enough place for 
him to hide," Franks told 
reporters at a briefing in 
Tampa, Florida, that was 
broadcast to the Pentagon.

M usharraf said thatwasone 
ofseveral possiblescenarios

Congolese fleeing volcano 
seek food, fear disease 


GOMA, Congo—A tide of 
refugees fleeing central 
Africa's most destructive vol¬ 
canic eruption in 25 years 
struggled to stave off hunger 
and disease on Friday after 
watching homes and streets 
vanish in a furnace of molten 
rock. 

"T here's nothing to eat," said 
businessman Justin Mosala, 
48, watching angrily as smok¬ 
ing lava from Nyiragongo vol¬ 
cano pushed deeper into the 
eastern Congolese town of 
Goma. "The government is 
saying nothing, the interna¬ 
tional community is saying 
nothing, we don't know what 
we're going to do. There's no 
markets, noshops, everything 
is gone." 

Trudging through a black¬ 
ened landscape shrouded in 
smoke and mist, more than 
300,000 refugees clutching 
beddingand bundlesof goods 
formed a river of human mis¬ 
ery eastwards into Rwanda. 
O thersf I ed i n boatsto B u kavu 
on the southern tip of Lake 
Kivu. 

"We have no hope," said 
medical student John 
Kambale, 25, standing some 
20 metres (yards) from the 
two-day-old lavaflowand sur¬ 
rounded by young men nod¬ 
ding agreement. "W e'veseen 
no reaction from the interna¬ 
tional community." 

U .N. officials estimated 45 
people had died in the erup¬ 
tion, which rumbled on late 
into Friday night as tremors 
from the 3,469-metre (11,380 


foot) volcano shooktheshores 
ofthelakebesidetheRwanda- 
Democratic Republic of 
Congo border. 

In New York, U .N. Secre-

Bush wants to keep U.S.

WASHINGTON-President 
G eorge W. B ush wantsto keep 
the U .S. military presence in 
Saudi Arabia despite reported 
grumblings from the Saudis 
that the United States has 
overstayed its welcome. 

"The president believes the 
current arrangements are 
working and working well," 
W hite H ouse spokesman A ri 
Fleischer said on Friday. 

The Washington Post re¬ 
ported on Friday that Saudi 
Arabia's rulers are growing 
more uncomfortable with the 
U .S. military presence in thei r 
countryandmaysoon ask that 
it end. It said senior Saudi 
rulers believe that theU nited 
Statesshould pull outbecause 
its forces have become a po¬ 
litical liability. 

Fleischer said he was not 
aware of any contact between 
the U nited States and Saudi 
Arabiaexpressingadesirefor 
theU .S.militarytoleave.'The 
relationship is just as strong 
as it always has been," said 


Fleischer, who noted Bush 
spoke to Saudi Crown Prince 
Abdullah last week. 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell dismissed the Post re¬ 
port, saying, "There is noth¬ 
ing to that story that warrants 
my attention at the moment." 

The U nited States has in¬ 
sisted that all was well in the 
U.S.-Saudi relationship de¬ 
spite some signs of a strain in 
the wake of the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks. Osama bin Laden is of 
Saudi origin and has said at¬ 
tacks on U .S. targets are 
aimedatforcingtheU .S.mili¬ 
tary out of Saud i A rabi a, bi rth- 
place of Islam. 

Last Nov. 9, Saudi Arabia's 
foreign minister, Prince Saud 
al-Faisal, was quoted by the 
New York Times as saying 
Bush's refusal to meet Pales¬ 
tinian leader Yasser Arafat 
"makes a sane man go mad" 
and that his government was 
"angrily frustrated" that 
Washington had failed to 
bring a promised initiative to 


forge a peace settlement be¬ 
tween I srael and the Palestin¬ 
ians. 

I n addition, a former Saudi 
intelligence chief has said the 
crown prince sent a letter to 
Bush before Sept. 11, saying 
theworld'sbiggestoil exporter 
would be forced to review its 
ties with the U nited States 
unless Washington took ac¬ 
tive steps to resolve the I s- 
raeli-Palestinian conflict. 
SaudiArabiadependsonthe 
U nited States for its defense, 
but has found itself walking a 
tightrope with increasing un¬ 
easiness among many Saudis 
over the presence of U .S. 
troopsthere. I f asked to leave 
the U nited States would no 
longer have regular use of the 
P ri nee Sultan A i r B ase, where 
American forces have main¬ 
tained a presence since the 
Persian Gulf War, more than 
a decade ago. 

But there is some talk in 
Washington that U .S. forces 
should pull out anyway.

Pakistan president Musharraf

ISLAMABAD-Inhisdrive 
to crack down on Islamic 
extremists and co-opt mod¬ 
erates, Pakistan President 
Pervez M usharraf warned 
religious leaders on Friday 
not to meddle in foreign 
policy and trust him to sort 
out Kashmir. 

M usharraf, seeking to end 
a military stand-off with In¬ 
dia over the disputed H ima- 
layan region, told the group 
of hand-picked I slamiclead- 
ers that he would not aban¬ 
don Kashmir's mainly M us- 
lim people. 

But histone revealed frus¬ 
tration with Pakistan-based 
Islamic groups that have 
spawned extremist militant 
offspringfighting I ndian rule 
in Kashmir, who are also 
blamed forbloodyattacksin 
otherpartsofIndia.M uslim 


Pakistan had to steer a 
middle course between 
Westernisation and radical 
Islam, he said. 

The Pakistani leader urged 
religious leaders not to in¬ 
terfere in the dispute with 
India that has prompted the 
biggest military build-up 
al ong the border si nee a 1971 
war. The soldier-turned- 
president said he would not 
abandon Kashmir's people, 
most of whom live under 
Indian rule, but wanted to 
isolate Islamic extremists 
advocating a "holy war" 
against Pakistan's giant 
neighbour. 

"Let the government 
handle the foreign (policy) 
issues such as Kashmir," he 
said.'T rustme.Wewilltake 
action in line with the inter¬ 
ests of Pakistan and the as¬ 


pirations of the people of 
Pakistan." 

M usharraf said he was con¬ 
fident in the defensive and 
even offensive capabilities 
of hismilitaryand was satis¬ 
fied that this ensured there 
would be no war with India, 
even though both armies 
continued to stand "eyeball 
to eyeball". 

"I am fully satisfied that, 
God willing there will be no 
war," he said. "We don't 
want war, we want peace. 
But if war is imposed on us 
then we are fully ready to 
face it with full might and 
power. For us, the guaran¬ 
tee of peace rests on our 
own strong shoulders. The 
real guarantee is our own 
defence. While that is in¬ 
tact, no one can harm us." 

There have been regular 
exchanges of fire between 
thetwoarmiesandonThurs- 
day Pakistan's official APP 
news agency said an un¬ 
manned Indian spy drone 
was brought down after it 
violated Pakistani airspace 
over the central province of 
Punjab.

GENEVA-An interna¬ 
tional treatyoutl awing the 
sale of children, child 
prostitution and child por¬ 
nography came into force 
on Friday after Romania 
became the 10th country 
to ratify it, the U nited 
Nations said. 

Mary Robinson, U.N. 
H igh Commissioner for 
H uman Rights, and Carol 
Bellamy,head oftheU .N. 
Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF), urged more 
countries to sign up to the 
legallybindingdocument. 
Thetreatycommits states 
to prosecute adults in¬ 
volved in the commercial 
child sex trade and to co¬ 
operate in protecting mi- 
no rssmuggled across bor¬ 
ders. 

"Entryinto force isa sig- 
nificantfurtherstepinthe 
protection of children 
against particularly gross 
violationsof their rights,” 
Robinson said in a state¬ 
ment. 


Last month, 134 coun¬ 
tries at a conference in 
Yokohama, Japan, 
pledged to do more to 
stamp out the multi-bil¬ 
lion dollarindustry which 
exploits millions of 
youths worldwide. "The 
momentum created 
through the Y okohama 
Conference must be 
maintained," Bellamy 
said. 

"Children who are vic- 
timsof child prostitution, 
exploitation, trafficking 
and sexual abusedeserve 
every protection we can 
offer," she added. 

An estimated one mil¬ 
lion children, mainly 
girls, are lured into the 
sex trade every year, ac- 
cording to UNICEF. 
"Girls appear to be 
forced into thesexindus- 
try at increasingly 
younger ages partly as a 
result of the mistaken 
belief that younger girls 
are u nI i kel y to be i nfected 


with the HIV/AIDS vi¬ 
rus," the agency said. 

UNICEF said in a re¬ 
port last month there 
were 400,000 to 500,000 
child prostitutes in India 
alone and estimated that 
one third of female 
prostitues in Thailand 
were minors. 

I ntheU nited States, one 
in five children who went 
online regularly were ap¬ 
proached bystrangersfor 
sex and some 100,000 
were the vi cti ms of sexu al 
abuse every year, 
UNICEF said. 

In Pakistan, besed on re¬ 
ported cases only, a 
woman or child is raped 
on average every three 
hours. A bout 40 percent 
of reported rapesinSouth 
Africa from 1996 to 1998 
involved girls 17 or 
younger. Sri Lanka'sesti- 
mated 20,000 to 30,000 
prostitutes are mostly 
boys, the report said.

Britain's N a- 
tional Health Service(NHS) 
saysamillion peopleareon 
waitingIistsfor hospital beds 
andthegovernmenthasde- 
cided to pay foreign hospi¬ 
tals to save them waiting 
what can be more than a 
year for an operation. 

What was more unusual 
about F riday's arrivals was 
that they were people sent 
for routine operations like 
hip replacement and re¬ 
moval of eye cataracts.

as a doctor, is returned. 

"If I leave, they are going 
to forget about my baby," 
said Flores, still dazed and 
inshock.

Dressed in a light-blue 
nightgown and slippers, with 
a diaper bag sitting hope¬ 
fully on the stand beside her 
hospital bed, Flores pumps 
milk from her swollen 
breasts everydayand freezes 
the milkfor when she recov¬ 
ers her lost infant.

Flores,29,whoquitherjob 
as an educational psycholo¬ 
gist to have her baby, mar¬ 
ried Oscar Alonso, 30, a 
computer technician, last 
year. "This baby was totally 
planned, totally loved," she 
said. 

She gave birth by 


C aesarean secti on onChrist- 
masDayto her first child, a 
little girl with a full head of 
black hair. Two days later 
she was resting in a hospital 
bedwithherdaughter,Aixel 
Camila, when a woman in a 
doctor's uniform ap¬ 
proached her wearing a 
surgeon'smaskandastetho- 
scope. 

The doctor greeted F lores 
by name, asked how she was 
recovering from her C-sec- 
ti o n, a n d off ered to exa m i n e 
the baby after Flores said 
she had been fussyovernight. 
The supposed doctor took 
the baby, walked into the 
next room and around the 
corner, and disappeared. 

"I think she was stolen to 
be sold," said Flores, who 
waited for a ransom call that 
never came. 

She said police had grilled 
her former boyfriends, her 
husband's ex-girlfriends, 
their families and hospital 
staff. Bernardo Batiz.thetop 
prosecutor for M exico City, 
told reporters this week that 
investigators were chasing 
some clues, but had made 
no concrete advances in the 
case. 

Flores' sit-in initially went 
over badly with the hospital, 
and nurses stopped chang¬ 
ing her sheets and feeding 
her. After she complained 
on a local television show 
that they were neglecting 
her, they resumed service. 

AIejandro V argas, director 
of the 220-bed hospital, 
which provides free health 
care to low-income people, 
said he and the city govern¬ 
ment had decided to let her 
stay.

NEW YORK-No. 1 per¬ 
sonal computer maker Dell 
Computer Corp. on Friday 
raised its revenue and earn¬ 
ings forecasts for the fiscal 
fourth quarter after gaining 
market share amid increased 
consumer demand. 

Austin, Texas-based Dell 
expects sales of $8 billion in 
the quarter ending Feb. 1, up 
from its previous projection 
of $7.6 billion. It raised its 
earnings per share forecast to 
17 cents from 16 cents. 

A nalysts' consensusearnings 
esti mate was 16 cents a share 
on revenue of $7.66 billion, 
accordingtoThomson F inan- 
cial/First Call. "Dell's an¬ 
nouncements are specific to 
them and it should come as a 
surprise to no one that they 
are rapidly gaining market 
share. A nd even with the sig¬ 
nificant discounting going on 
they are able to raise their 
sales forecast,” said Tim 
Ghriskey, a senior partner 
with Ghriskey Capital Part¬ 
ners. 

M arket research groups I DC 
and Gartner Dataquest 
Thursday indicated Dell had 
been having a strong quarter 
when they reported it in¬ 
creased its U .S. and world¬ 
wide market share in the 
fourth-quarter whilecompeti- 
to r sh i pmentsfel I. W al I Street 
analysts have said in recent 
weeks they expected Dell to 
have benefited as consumers 
bought more computers than 
expected during the holiday 
season, which is typically the 
strongest time of year for PC 
makers. 

Dell's improved outlook 
comes during a week in which 
competitor Compaq Com¬ 
puter Corp., another big 
player in the consumer PC 
market, announced better 
than expected revenue and 
earnings.

F rangialli said his 
organisation would stick to 
its long-term projections 
that the number of interna¬

McDonald's likely to 
report flat results 
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India's temptation 


By Jim Hoagland 

NEWDELHI-U.S.troops 
and bases on foreign soil 
were once anathema to 
India'snationalisticgovern- 
ment. Butin the dawn of the 
21st century, India's leaders 
encouragetheU nited States 
to be in no hurry to give up 
the strategic foothold in 
Central Asia established by 
America's military cam¬ 
paign in Afghanistan. 

"I don'tthinkA merica can 
give up the Central Asia 
presence now," saysForeign 
M inister Jaswant Singh to 
my wondering ears. "You 
will be criticized. The pres¬ 
ence troubles Russia and 
C hi na.Butyou won’t beable 
to give it up" anytime soon. 
H e then adds casually that 
U .S. forces should also stay 
on in Pakistan to help stabi¬ 
lize a nation that India has 


long treated as a mortal en¬ 
emy. 

"Y ankee go home slowly" 
also surfaces as a theme in a 
later conversation with 
Prime M inister Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee. The United 
States and I ndia "are natu¬ 
ral allies," says I ndia's 
leader. "We would like to 
develop relations on a long¬ 
term basis....Therehasbeen 
close cooperation during 
this crisis" on defense and 
security that should be ex¬ 
tended. 

America's war on global 
terrorism hasscrambled old 
patterns of diplomacy and 
politics and created poten¬ 
tial reversals of alliances on 
a large scale. While Saudi 
Arabia, Pakistan and other 
M uslim nations have been 
forced into hard choices, 
Vajpayee'ssecular coalition 
has been quick to take ad¬ 


vantage of these changes. 

I ndia isemerging as the big¬ 
gest strategic winner in the 
aftermath of the September 

II terror attacks on the 
U nited States. 

The U .S. Afghan cam¬ 
paign destroyed one of 
India's enemies—the 
Taliban—and has seriously 
hobbled another—Paki¬ 
stan. Rival China "feels 
somewhat isolated" at the 
moment because, in Singh's 
words, "the changes since 
September 11 have not been 
to China's advantage." A nd 
the war has helped India 
escape from the interna¬ 
tional pariah status that 
Washington hung on New 
Delhi more than three years 
ago for testing nuclear 
weapons. 

Fortune has thus smiled 
on India, and the debonair 
Singh smiles back with the 



satisfaction of a man who 
knows that he has a good 
thing going and does not 
want to see it end yet. H e is 
more than willing to give 
theU nited Statesmoretime 
to squeeze Pakistan's Presi¬ 
dent Pervez M usharraf and 
to sti r B eij i ng's fears of en- 
circlement by setting up 
long-term bases in 
Uzbekistan and elsewhere 
in Central Asia. 

In a lengthy conversation 
on Thursday with members 
of the Aspen Strategy 
Group, an informal body of 
U .S. foreign policy analysts, 
Singh also put limits on 
India's embrace of a more 
significant U .S. role in his 
region. Fie specifically 
warned against well-mean¬ 
ing U .S. offers to help Paki¬ 
stan control access to its 
n u cl ear warhead s, si nee th i s 
could inadvertently give 
Islamabad greater confi¬ 
dence in itsabilityto deploy 
nukes. 

Singh and other senior In¬ 
dian officials indicated they 
had detected no assembly 
of Pakistani nuclear com¬ 
ponents in the mobilization 
of both armiesthatfollowed 
a December 13 terror at¬ 
tack on the Indian Parlia¬ 
ment. 0 n J anuaryl,thetwo 
nations routinely exchanged 
lists of their nuclear facili¬ 
ties as they now do every 
year. 

The foreign minister also 
urged Washington not to 
overreach in Afghanistan. 

"ItisnotFinland," Singh said 
in a remark he repeated force¬ 


fully later in the day to Secre¬ 
tary of State Colin Powel I, who 
arrived on hissecond visit here 
in three months. "Don't try to 
convert it to Finland. There 
are limits to what you can do." 
There is no viable long-term 
security role in Afghanistan 
for American forces, he told 
the A spen members." 11 i s best 
for the U .S. to mai ntai n... a not 
too-visiblepresence" and leave 
quickly to allow Afghans to 
develop their own national 
security force. 

I ndia would not interfere in 
Afghanistan, Singh said. And 
neither shouldanyotherneigh- 


bor. "Pakistan for the last 20 
years played a role to keep 
IndiaoutofAfghanistan.That 
phase is over." 

Singh, who resembles An¬ 
thony E den wearing a N ehru 
jacket and a deep tan, isenjoy- 
ing India's escape from the 
international doghouse to 
which it was consigned after 
surprise nuclear tests in 1998. 
Thoseteststriggered Pakistani 
atomic blastsand sanctionsfor 
both nations. 

I ndia's temptation will be to 
let ride the bet that has per¬ 
formed so handsomely in this 
opening phase of the war on 
terror—to believe that New 
Delhi needs to do nothing to 
helpdecreasethetensionswith 
Pakistan that have prevailed 
since December 13. The bet¬ 
ter way for I ndia to manage its 
sudden success is for I ndia to 
takesmall but meaningful steps 
of military de-escalation, now, 
rather than go for one more 
spin of the wheel.

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Attacks are on the rise against Venezuelan media

When I wrote two years 
ago about my fears that 
Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez would be¬ 
come increasingly authori¬ 
tarian, my friend M iguel 
H enrique Otero — the 
publisher of Venezuela's 
daily El Nacional — told 
me I was being unfair. 

Chavez makes lots of fi¬ 
ery speeches attacki ng the 
media, but he's harmless, 
H enrique Otero told me 


at the time, with what I 
sensed over the telephone 
was a benevolent smile. 
N either C havez nor any of 
his ministers had ever 
called the newspaper to 
demand that a story not be 
published, he said. 

This week, after a mob of 
C havez su pporters includ- 
ing public employees at¬ 
tacked El Nacional Janu¬ 
ary 7 and the newspaper 
asked the 0 rganization of 
American States' Human 
Rights Commission for 


protection against govern¬ 
ment harassment, 
H enrique Otero chuckled 
when I reminded him of 
that conversation. 

A lot of things have 
changed in Venezuela 
over the past two years, he 
said. 

"Like most V enezuelans, 
I became disenchanted 
with Chavez when I real¬ 
ized that he doesn't have a 
constructive agenda," said 
H enrique Otero, whose 
center-left newspaper was 
generally supportive of 
Chavez during his election 
campaign and first months 
in office. "All he has are 
destructive skills." 

W hat does that mean? I 
asked. 

"At the beginning, we 
supported him because he 
wascallingfor the destruc¬ 
tion of the corrupt institu¬ 
tions we had in Venezu¬ 
ela. But after he did that, 
he didn't come up with any 
constructive program. 
H e'sstuck in a destructive 
mode." 

Over the past year, 
Chavez has insulted virtu¬ 
ally every sector of 
Venezuela's society, as 
well as the United States, 
his oil-rich country's big¬ 
gest client. He has called 
V enezuela'sbusinessclass 
an "oligarchy," and has 
lashed out against the 
country's organized labor 
movement, triggering a 
December 10 national 
strike by business and la¬ 
bor groups that paralyzed 
the country. 

Now, Chavez's popular¬ 
ity has plummeted to a 
record low of between 18 
percent to 30 percent, de¬ 
pending on which poll you 
want to believe. And, fol¬ 
lowing the traditional 
recipe of populist leaders 
in times of trouble, he is

In a January 6 speech, a 
day before the attack on El 
Nacional, Chavez took on 
that newspaper. M uch as 
hehaddonebeforewithEI 
Universal, whose coura¬ 
geous publisher Andres 
M ata he once described as 
"an enemy of the people," 
C havez vowed to "give the 
stick" to the media that op¬ 
pose his "Bolivarian revo¬ 
lution." 

A day later, a mob of 
nearly 200 pro-Chavez 
militants surrounded EI 
Nacional, threw rocks at 
its building, and started a 
"vigil" infrontofthenews¬ 
paper that i n effect kept its 
employees locked inside. 

Days later, El Nacional 
identified about 25 of the

Libertador neighborhood 
mayor Freddy Bernal. 
Bernal told the press later 
that he could not control 
what his workers did after 
they left work at 4:30 p.m. 

"In the past, it was only 
verbal threats. Now, 
Chavez'sspeechesare fol¬ 
lowed by attacks from 
para-governmental 
squadrons," H enrique 
Otero told me. "They 
wanted to keep the paper 
from comingout that day." 

Despite El Nacional's 
complaint to the OAS 
H uman Rights Commis¬ 


sion, Chavez pressed on, 
and a few days later said 
he was the victim of "me¬ 
dia terrorism." Again, the 
pro-Chavez mobs demon¬ 
strated in front of E I 
Nacional and El Univer¬ 
sal, shouting threats to its 
reporters. 

OAS and I nter-A merican 
Press Association officials 
are now demanding a gov¬ 
ernment investigation into 
the J anuary 7 attack. 
Granted, unlike in Cuba, 
independent media are al¬ 
lowed in Venezuela, and 
many of them are openly 
critical of Chavez. But 
Chavez's intimidation of 
journalists is increasing, 
they say. 

"If agovernmentsilences 
the best-informed report¬ 
ers, the fact that others can 
talk isn't much of a big 
deal," says Santiago Can¬ 
ton, the OAS special 
Rapporteur for Freedom 
of Expression. 

A sfar as H enrique Otero 
is concerned, he fears 
Chavez will become in- 
creasinglyauthoritarian as 
his support base is shrink¬ 
ing bytheday, and asgrow- 
ing numbers of moderates

Watchdog sees some Olympians 
ousted from Games for doping 


MONTREAL-A number of 
athletes could be expelled 
even beforetheW inter 0 lym- 
pic Games begin in Salt Lake 
City next month after two 
dozen tested positive for high 
levelsof banned performance 
enhancing drugs, the World 
A nti-D oping A gency said on 
Friday. 

R ichard Pound, chairman of 
the M ontreal-based indepen¬ 
dent anti-doping watchdog 
agency created less than two 
years ago, said the elevated 
test results, commonly known 
as "lab positives," had not yet 
been verified. Nevertheless, 
he expects a number of ath¬ 
letes to be ousted just ahead 
of the G ames, which begi n on 
Feb. 8. 

"We do not want anybody 
who has been the subject of a 
positive test to be taki ng part 
in the Olympics in Salt Lake 
and therebyspoilingthecom- 
petition for the honest ath¬ 


letes," Pound told reporters. 
Pound said one of those with 
a high test result was a non- 
Canadian National Hockey 
L eague player. Salt L ake C ity 
is the second W inter G ames 
in which professional hockey 
players are allowed to com¬ 
pete. 

Pound declined to identify 
any other sports or countries 
implicated inthe positive tests 
but he noted that curling and 
figureskati ng had tested clean 
so far. 

The names of athletes with 
elevated levels of prohibited 
substanceswill notbe released 
until the final test results are 
in, but that certainly will hap¬ 
pen before the games begin, 
Pound said. "I should think 
we would be in a position in 
some formal sense to do that 
the day before the Games 
open," he said. 
Thesubstancesfound include 
steroids, which enhance 


strength and endurance and 
which speed up healing from 
injuries. Tests also turned up 
plasma expanders, which can 
be used to dilute the concen¬ 
tration of banned substances 
in an athlete's blood, and vari¬ 
ous agents used to mask 
drugs. 

Out of competition, the 
agency is not testing for cer¬ 
tain banned products found 
in common cold remedies. 

Despite the 24 high test re¬ 
sults, Pound said he expects 
the vast majority of athletes 
at the Games will be drug 
free. "The number of even 
laboratory positive results is 
less than 1 percent of the to¬ 
tal tests that have been done," 
Pound said. "So 99 percent of 
the kids out there are com¬ 
peting fairly and it's our job 
to protect them against the 1 
percent that m i ght be i nd i ned 
to cheat." 


Trescothick 
doubtful for 
opening 
one-dayer 
against India 

CALCUTTA, India-En- 
gland opener Marcus 
Trescothick may miss the 
opening one-day interna¬ 
tional against India on Satur¬ 
day after suffering a bout of 
influenza. 

"Trescothick is under the 
weather a little bit. H e would 
be doubtful for tomorrow's 
game," England captain 
Nasser Hussain told report¬ 
ers on Friday.
